This is the good news Mr. MeLay imparted to the 
gathering at which he stated this was his first attempt t 
speak in public as his positon in the company was that 0 
oil operator, He is to be congratulated upon his forwar 
way in stating the facts of his case‘and the manner 1 
which he answered all questions. All of which went : 
long way in establishing confidence in him. — He state: 
while he was no speech maker he had been in the o.1 busin 
ess since he was fourteen years of age and knew it quire 
thoroughly.

Montreal—Despite the lateness 
of the season new immigration to 
Cenada continues at quite an active 
rate. Week-end arrivals of the 
Canedian Pacific Steamships “Mont- 
nsirn,”” “Montcalm” and “Minne- 
@osa” discharged approximately 1,- 
260 third class passengers to be 
added to Canada’s population, In- 
cluded in the new arrivals was the 
first contingent of British youth to 
come out to Alberta under the ex- 
tension of the Hoadley scheme, 


Manitoba's tourist traffic for the 
1926 season left over $7,000,000 in 
the province, according to the Win- 
nipeg Tourist and Convention Bu- 
reau. From the United States a 
total of 105,710 visitors came into 
the province of which number 76,- 
012 stayed for a day while 30,968 
remained for a longer time. The 
average stay of the latter was 3% 
days. The increase of cars entering 
the province over those of the previ- 
ous year was approximately 45 per 
cent. 


In order that a more intimate 
knowledge of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway shipping terminals in the 
vicinity of Montreal might be gain- 
ed, over 160 traffic representatives 
of the various industrial concerns in 
the district were the guests of the 
C.P.R. in a recent tour of the vari- 
ous terminals. West Montreal, 
Adirondack Junction, Mile End, East 
End cattle markets, Angus Shops, 
Hochelaga and Place Viger were 
among the terminals inspected by 
the manufacturers. 


The S.S. “Emperor of Port Mc- 
Nicoll” now undergoing overhauling 
at the Vicker’s Yards in Montreal, 
will be re-named the “Nootka” and 
placed in the British Columbia 
Coastal Service, according to C. D. 
Neropteos, assistant manager of the 
Service. The vessel will sail for 
St. John’s, Newfoundland, and thence 
to Sydney, C.B., where she will load 
with 2,600 tons of steel and proceed 
te Vancouver via the Panama Canal. 
This will be the first trip of the 
“Nootka”. under Canadian Pacific 
ownership. 


An optimistic forecast for the 
future of Poland was made recently 
by Gerrard Hyna, representative of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany at Lemberg, Poland, who was 
interviewed in Montreal recently 
after completing an extensive tour 
of the Dominion and part of the 
western United States. Mr. Hyna 
atated that he was impressed with 
the evident prosperity of the Polish 
immigrant settlers he had visited 
near Edmonton. The acute problem 
fn Poland today was over-popula- 
tion, informed the European repre- 
sentative. 


“To take an extreme case of Cub- 
ist art and attempt to force it on 
the public against their will and 
intelligence, is folly,” declared 
Leonard Richmond, R.B.A., well- 
known international painter, in an 
interview at the headquarters of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in Mont- 
real recently. Mr. Richmond is be- 
ginning a lecture tour of a number 
of Michigan and Wlinois cities. He 
stated that he is aiming to show 
that all modern art, even in its most 
apparently unintelligible forms, is a 
legitimate development from all 
that has gove before.

These are all, however, secondary 
considerations, The location at a 
nearly central point of ‘the second 
branch of the only bank that has to 
date established itself within the 
municipality; the right of the pioneer 
bank (in this ¢ se the Bank of Nova 
Scotia) to consideration in the mat- 
ter of handling the mumicipal »count, 
aright recognizec by almost ill urban 
and rural municip.lities; the saving 
in exchange that would be effected 
by the council since there would be 
no exchange between Nova Scotia 
branches at Queenstown and Arrow- 
woo (exchtnge at present costs the 
municipality :round $200 a jyear); 
the inconvenience, delay and expense 
attedant cn the present situation of 
having the municipal office located 
sixteen miles from bank and post- 
office (Vulcan); and the dinger of 
loss of public funds involved in the 
present unavoidable practice of hav- 
ing at times large sums of money in 
the unprotected location of the mun- 
icipal office: these are the important 
considerations in the case. To se- 
cure the advant ges outlined, accept 
the obligations implied, and do away 
with the existing expense and danger 
at the earliest possible moment would 
seem to be not cnly actions called for 
by good judgment, but also duties 
devolving on those who have been 
elected to positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility by the people of the dis- 
trict as w whole, The action taken 
by these councillors in thus delaying 
these results can only be explained by 
a failure to appreciate the factors in 
the situation, or realize the respons- 
ibility in continuing the expense and

Itis an improbable story but one thing is 
the Meyers family there are spoons made from theasilver 
he brought down with him. He left a map, drawn from 
memory, and in time this fell into the han’ sof a lawyer, 
George Merrill, who went north and relocated the cave, 
in company with another man. Loth to divulge the dis- 
covery, he did nothing for some years and when he did 
return the fires had aweus through the backcountry and 
had altered its typography to such an extent that he was 
never able to locate it again. 

Several comfortable fortunes has beea spent trying 
to locate the cave. One man lived for fourteen years on 
top of the Big Rock going ever ans? equare inch of it, 
time and time and again, certain to the day of his Grate, 
that his perseverance would be rewarded. Today in 
sheltered hollow there are a few rotting logs at right 
angles to mark his home. ‘
